Jones,  in  January,  Norfolk  County  Council  re-organised  the 
administrative  arrangements  for  our  area  and  I  was  appointed 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  King’s  Lynn  and  Preebridge  Rural 
District  Council  in  addition  to  my  other  appointments. 


Vital  Statistics  and  Vaccination  Statistics 


I  think  these  are  satisfactory.  There  is  no  sign  of  any 
health  hazard  in  our  area. 

Measles  Vaccination 


You  will  notice  that  468  children  were  vaccinated,  but  this 
is  only  a  modest  portion  of  those  entitled  to  this  protection. 
Unfortunately,  one  particular  preparation  of  the  vaccine  gave 
rise  to  alarming  reactions  and  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Social  Security  forbade  all  vaccinations  with  this  type  of 
vaccine  until  safety  could  be  assured. 

As  a  result  our  campaign  for  measles  vaccination  had  to  be 
curtailed  until  sufficiant  supplies  of  safe  vaccine  would  be 
obtained.  I  hope  that  we  may  be  able  to  give  complete  protection 
to  all  our  children  next  year. 

B. C.G.  Vaccination 

Again  showed  that  there  was  no  source  of  infection  here. 


Health  Education  continues  to  be  an  important  part  of  our  duties. 
Mothercraft,  self-examination,  cancer  education  anti-smoking 
information,  diet,  mental  health,  the  school  Health  service  and 
county  health  services  are  the  recurring  topics  we  are  asked 
about. 


Finally,  I  would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  for  the 
assistance  and  support  I  have  had  during  the  year  from  the  Clerk, 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  members  of  the  Local  Health  Office 
Staff.

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NEW  CASES  AND  DEATHS  FROM  TUBERCULOSIS 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SENIOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1969* 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  was  again  fully  stretched  to 
meet  the  increasing  demand  and  to  cope  with  the  extra  mileage 
caused  by  concentrating  disposal  of  cesspool  contents  at  the 
Borough  Sewage  Farm,  Walpole  Marsh. 

Satisfactory  progress  was  made  on  the  Clenchwarton  and 
Terrington  St.  Clement  Sewerage  Scheme  and  work  was  commenced  on 
the  new  outfall  works  at  King's  Lynn  which  will  receive  the  flow 
from  this  scheme. 

A  Technical  enquiry  was  held  at  Wisbech  into  Phase  1  of  the 
Regional  Sewerage  Scheme  providing  for  the  Parishes  of  Tilney  St. 
Lawrence,  Terrington  St.  John,  Walpole  Highway,  West  Walton, 
Walsoken  and  Emneth.  This  sewerage  system  will  discharge  to  a 
new  Sewage  Works  at  West  Walton  to  be  constructed  by  the  Wisbech 
Borough  Council. 

The  Department  had  two  staff  changes  during  the  year,  Mr.  J. 
Hill  leaving  in  June  to  take  up  a  similar  appointment  to  Belford 
Rural  District  Council  and  Mr.  M.W.  Whitehead  joining  in  August 
after  service  with  Smallburgh  Rural  District  Council.  Mrs.  Cope¬ 
land  (Clerk)  also  left  in  October  after  six  years  service  and  was 
replaced  by  Miss  Griffiths.  My  thanks  are  due  to  these  officers 
for  their  loyal  service.

Water  Board; - 

The  water  supplied  to  the  Marshland  Rural  District  comes 
from  one  source 

(a)  The  Board’s  Marham  Works. 

Frequent  bacteriological  examinations  have  been  undertaken 
during  1969  on  samples  from  the  Board’s  Marham  Works,  Beechamwell 
Pumping  Station  and  Margaretta  Bridge  Pumping  Station  and  the 
distribution  system  in  this  area.  The  results  have  been  of  a 
very  high  standard. 

All  new  mains  were  sterilised,  samples , taken  and  bacteriolog¬ 
ical  examinations  made  before  the  mains  were  put  into  service. 

No  connections  were  permitted  until  the  water  in  the  mains  was  of 
the  highest  standard  of  purity. 

A  sample  taken  on  the  24th  November,  19&9  ^^om  the  18"  main 
at  Marham  Station  (Marham  Mixed  Treated  Water)  on  which  a 
fluoride  estimation  was  carried  out,  had  a  fluoride  content  of 
0.02  parts  per  million  (as  F).  The  fluoride  content  of  a  sample 
of  chlorinated  water  from  Beechamwell  Pumping  Station  taken  on  the 
29th  December,  1969*  was  NIL.

Out  of  the  total  of  Board Ts  treated  water  samples,  samples 
taken  at  Margaretta  Bridge  Pumping  Station  and  samples  taken 
from  consumers1  taps,  100%  were  negative  on  examination  for 
organisms  of  the  coliform  group.  This  represents  a  continued 
very  high  standard  of  bacterial  purity. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Cesspools,  privy  vaults  and  septic  tanks,  with  sewage 
disposal  plants  on  the  larger  Council  Housing  Sites,  are  the 
main  methods  of  disposal. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  was  operated  by  three  vehicles, 
two  1,500  and  one  1,100  gallon  capacity  until  October  when  a  new 
1 ,500  gallon  Emptier  came  into  service  which  were  rully  employed 
in  coping  with  the  demand  from  both  Council  and  private  properties. 
Regular  de- sludging  of  the  Council’s  sewage  plants  serving  Council 
housing  sites  was  also  carried  out. 

During  the  year,  disposal  was  restricted  to  the  Borough 
Sewage  Farm  at  Walpole  Marsh  and  this  meant  that  longer  hauls  had 
to  be  made  especially  from  the  South  of  the  District.  However, 
the  dryer  weather  conditions  helped  and  a  reasonable  service  was 
maintained.

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  decrease  in  the  emptying  of 
privy  vaults,  which  shows  steady  progress  in  conversion  of  vaults 
to  water  closets. 

Work  continued  on  the  Clenchwarton  and  Terrington  St.  Clement 
Sewerage  Scheme  and  reasonable  progress  was  made. 

Full  liaison  was  continued  with  the  Council’s  Resident 
Engineer  regarding  provision  of  laterals,  dealing  with  minor 
complaints  from  the  public,  etc. 

RIVER  POLLUTION  PREVENTION  ACTS  - 

The  district  continues  to  be  controlled  by  the  two  main 
Internal  Drainage  Boards  of  the  Marshland  Fen  and  West  of  Ouse 
together  with  the  Middle  Level  Commissioners  with  outfalls 
controlled  by  the  River  Boards  of  the  Rene  and  Ouse. 

FRUIT  PICKERS'  QUARTERS  AND  SEASONS AL  WORKERS  -  CARAVANS  - 

The  problem  of  housing  and  siting  caravans  for  seasonal 
workers  still  exists.  Periodical  visits  to  sites  were  continued 
and  except  for  a  few  isolated  cases  a  reasonable  state  of  cleanli¬ 
ness  and  order  was  maintained.  During  the  year,  four  sites 
catering  for  students  were'  in  use. 
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CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  TEVELOPMKNT  ACT  ,  I960 


During  August  a  survey  of  the  Anglers*  Camps  at  Outwell  and 
Upwell  was  made  and  a  report  made  to  the  Norfolk  County  Council. 

There  are  seventeen  licensed  individual  caravans  in  the 
district*  but  no  residential  site  in  excess  of  one  now  exists.

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACTS 

A  rodent  operator  is  not  employed  by  the  Council.  There 
were  no  heavy  infestations  reported.  The  Department  maintained  a 
constant  watch  over  the  refuse  tip  and  baiting  continued  regularly. 
Advice  was  given  to  various  persons  reporting  infestations  and  in 
some  cases  help  was  given  by  the  Department  in  controlling  infest¬ 
ation  on  premises. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Council  continued  a  weekly  kerbside  collection  in  the 
district  and  full  use  of  the  service  was  made  by  householders. 

Use  of  the  former  Wisbech  canal  was  continued  and  by 
December  a  length  of  approximately  9*550  feet  had  been  filled. 

This  tip  is  receiving  the  refuse  from  the  Borough  of  Wisbech  and 
Marshland  and  Wisbech  Rural  District  Councils.  Measures  were 
taken  against  fly  and  rodent  infestation  and  injurious  weeds  were 
cut  down  on  the  filled  section.  Trade  refuse  was  accepted  under 
the  control  of  the  Surveyors. 

During  the  year*  arrangements  were  made  for  the  short-term 
letting  of  approximately  eleven  acres  of  the  filled  portion  of  the 
former  Wisbech  canal  to  the  adjoining  owners.  The  major  part  of 
this  was  cultivated  and  produced  crops  thus  relieving  the  Joint 
Refuse  Committee  of  dealing  with  injurious  weeds,  etc.

Some  small  progress  was  made  on  the  Slum  Clearance  programme 
and  appreciation  should  be  recorded  of  the  Council’s  help  in  this 
respect.  By  arrangement  with  the  Housing  Officer,  applicants 
rehoused  from  properties  were  notified  to  my  department.
